Prison-Mad e Goocte. 


The MfKialey bill prohibits the impor- 


tation of foreign prison made goods and 
provides that in case any such goods 
reaoh any ot our custom houses tbe 
importer may seed them back without 
paying duty and in case he fails to do 
so the goods shall be condemned jand 
destroyer by tbe government. 
Per- 


mission has been asked to send bttok a 
lot of goods imported by a firm in Ber- 
lin, Germany, known to deal in prison 
made goods which are' held by the cus- 
tom house officers in New York as 
prison made or contraband goods. 


The Treasury department has given 
the following opinion m the case: 


"Tbe purpose of tbe law, which is 


clear and unmistakable, is to protect tbe 
reputable workmen in this country from 
tbe oompetition of foreign criminals 
under duress by preventing the domes- 
tic consumption of articles produced 
under sncii conditions. This purpose 
would be eiptcled either by allowing 
entry for compulsory exportation or by 
the destruction of the oomtraband goods. 
Whenever, en sufficient evidence, any 
importation <-omes wit bin the prohibition 
established by law, any mercbwidiss 
may, at the option ot the importer, be 
Immediately exported without the pay- 
ment of duty; or, it this course is not 
adopted, the goods ebnU be held under 
ee'zure aod proceedings commenced for 
their condemnation and destruction ac- 
cording to law.'1 


The Mills bill contained no such pro- 


hibition toachiLg prison made goode. 
And why should it? Thnt bill WAS not 
drawn, as the MuKinley bill was, in the 
interest of labor and consequently recog- 
nized none ot tba rights of free labor. Xt 
made no difference to| Alilla and his 
Democratic colleagues how mnoh prison 
labor oame in competition with (ree 
labor.

Xiat me 
read you what he said. 
He was not a 


learned man. He worked in one ot the 
mills of Ohio, a great, stalwart, noblfl 
fellow, who stood before that committee 
and made this speech, 
His name was 


Philip Harden. 


« <I was born under a free-trade gov- 
ernment. I believe that free-trade gov- 
ernment deprived ma <>t an education, 
The reason of that was tbat I had to go 
to work when I was 8 yean ot ege, 
I 


remember, also, my brother going to work 
when he was 8 years of age. There was 
a family ot eight or nine ot us. My 
wagei were 10 cents a day. Subsequently 
I went up to five shillings a day or $1.25, 
and that was the limit I could renob, and 
having to pa; 60 oente a day out of tbat 
for my helper. I am not going to detain 
you »ny longer than just to say that as 
eoou as my limited knowledge informed 
me that labor waa protected in the United 
States I came here, I became a citizen 
of tbe United States and now I have a 
family and make regularly fourteen shil- 
lings aday, consequently I am able to 
send my children to school and they are 
getting an education which their father 
did not get under a free-trade government. 
All I want to say to you is, I want you to 
let the tariff atone and let me see my 
children raised and educated as cit'zena,"

The attemps to produce rain by attifi- 


oeal means have produced also some 
discussions of tht theory of mskiog rain 
to order. A number of scientific rtrlielee 
huve been written upon this subject bat 
among the most reasonable theories is 
one advanced by the Minneapolis Tri- 
bune in response to a letter written- that 
paper. The Tt'ibmne «iys: 


Editm BsiJ, in his editorial contribn- 


tion, considers thut the chemical method 
pursued by Melbourne is much superior 
Do Dyreufurtk's explosive method, ilpl- 
bonrne sends hydrogen 
heaven werd 


through a pipe. The hydrojfou, being 
fifteen times lighter than nir, ascends 
very swiftly and combines with tiie 
oxygen oC the air, Waier consists at 
two pnrta of hydiogen and one oiygen, 
and the air is one-fifth oiygen, Hydrog- 
en, therefore, is the one thing needed to 
turn air into rain. But each column of 
forty -five mileeof atmosphere, 9«y M tea re 
Boll and Melbourne, ie topped with an 
overlaying column of hy'drogen 
gas.

The work of tbe Illinoia Synod, Pre«- 


byterian ohurch, began at Jo'iet yester- 
day, R*v. W. S. Marquis reported 250 
men and 348 women missionaries at work 
in tbe various foreign fields, and B total 
of 2,875 communications added to tbe 
church membership as a result of their 
labors. Tbe committee expressed itself 
as favoring the plan for raising a great 
missionary fund to be nsed daring the 
World's Fair year in disseminating the 
gospel in foreign heat ben Ian da. The 
sum suggested as an appropriate amount 
to spend during the year that is to be 
oeltbrnted as Iba 400th anniversary of 
the di^csvery ot America is 41,100,000, 
aod tbe committee further suggests that 
Ost, 9, 1892, be set aside as a day of 
general thanksgiving for the blessings 
that Lmva been showered upon America 
during the tonr centuries. A collection 
to apply ou tbe mission fund wilt be 
taken on that day incase the committee's 
suggestion meets wilh the approval of 
the synod, The Rocktnrd Presbytery 
has dlrendy decided to hold thanksgiving 
services on that day.

INTO THE CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 


L!«ut. Cowles Reads His Dualled Re- 


port of the Wf«cb. the Effjd* 


to Siiv« (bo Ship and Hat 


Find Abandonment, 


WASHWOTOK, Oct. 2b.—The court of 


inquiry into the loss of the Despatch 
m«t njfnin yesterday at the navy yjml. 
Aftertlie formal Deport of Lieut, Cowles 
to the navy department ol the loss of 
the ship was read, Lieut Cowles read 
his detailed re port of the wreck. Lieut. 
Cowles was nskcd if he bad any com- 
plaints to make against any officer or 
member of the crew in connection with 
the accident, to which he replied: "Hot 
after the vessel grounded," 


This created somewhat of a sensa- 


tion, Lieut. Con1 las claimed that the 
night orders he gave before turning in 
were "sofo night orders." The course 
of the ship had been changed without 
ordure from him and without his being 
notified. Llettt Mulligan, who was in 
charge ol the deck, when asked by 
Lieut Cowles why lio was not called, 
replied that ho wa* about to do so as 
the course of 
the vessel had been 


changed. When asked why this was 
done, Lieut, Mulligan explained that 
lie WOT snre that the red light ho snw 
was that of Winter Quarter, and there 
was no necessity for keeping the 
old course. 
In response to Lieut 


Cowles' inquiry as lo wliy ho was not 
cnl ted, Lieut Mulligan replied that all 
seemc<1 well and there had been no ap- 
pnrcnt necessity for culling him. Lieut, 
Noel, tho ship's executive, confirmed 
the fact at the red light being seen 
which lie 
was certain was Winter 


Quarter light itndlthnt he had ordered 
tho change m course 


Lieut. Cowles went on witli his story 


of the wreck, the cftorts to savo tho 
ship anil her fltml tibtintlonmcnt, nnd 
paid n glowing tribute to tho life-sav- 
ing crciv tinder Capt. Trncy, OE. well as 
to this gfiliantry of tho officers and men 
of the Despatch. 


Lieut. Cowles became visibly affected 


as hu wont oi), and whon ho said, "I 
left the vessel nith her colors and her 
pen mint Hying," ho broke down, his 
voice qulvurcd and his eyes filled with 
tears 
It wus some moments before lie 


could go on. In conclusion he stvldt 
"The (fnlo increased m fury, nnd \vhcn 
It had finally subsided thoto was noth- 
ing left of the Despatch," and he Slit 
down with a^rcatsob. 


Continuing 
his 
testimony, Lieut, 


Cowles said the sea gra<lually increawJ, 
with the n Ind northeast, from tlio time 
she struck until she was abandoned. 
The chains wore bent and tho anchors 
wore ready for lotting go, Tho chart 
lnul boon uorroctcd tip to dnto, but no 
one on board had any information of 
tho relief of the Winter Quarter lijrht- 
bhi[>. It was a good night for seeing 
lights, hut it wna ft very bad night for 
seeing tho laud, bc'ng misty. There 
was but otic light visible when hecamo 
on deck and that looked rod.
